BEST BREED OF POULTRY 
TO XEEP 


vi Red Deer, Alberta, 27-1-25. 
To‘the Editor of The News. 

I have just finished reading ‘an 
article in a ‘Calgary paper on Poultry, 
tthe writer of which advocates the 8.C. 
White Leghorn only for farm and gen- 
eral use. The article as a whole will 
‘benefit all those interested in -the 
‘poultry industry, but I must take ex- 
ception to the singling out of one 
breed only as “The Best Breed” for 
the farmer or small breeder. In the 
first place the Orpingtons, Plymouth 
Rocks, Wyandottes, and R. I. Reds are 
all placed' at the top in the various 
egg laying icontests, and at certain 
times of the year they all‘take the 
Iead, and I cannot see where ‘the 
Leghorn has held the supremacy any 
longer than some of the other breeds. 
Iam a White Leghorn enthusiast, but 
I maintain that fhe breed the breeder 
likes the best is “the best breed for 
him to keep,” but by all means pro- 
cure a good laying strain to start 
with, The article goes on to warn 
people not to ‘obtain their laying 
strain from an Exhibition man as he 
breeds only for show, and in order 
that the true facts of utilty and exhi- 
bition points may be brought to the 
attention of your readers from my 
personal observation of both  speci- 
mens, I have concluded that the fol 
loving \is a fair description of ‘both 
lines, ‘and I cannot see much differ 
ence, and if any it favours what is 
called the “Exhibition tbreeder.” 

Exhibition, Generally 


(Thg specimen must tbe strong’ and 
healthy. Head points: Beak short 
and strong, head moderately deep, 
and of vigorous appearance; eyes 
bright and well set out. The body 
must ibe of good depth and width at 
the front and carried well (back, giv- 
ing plenty of room for feed and capa 
city for eggs. The legs. must be 
strong, well set apart, and fbalancing 
the body. The tail should bet set at 
angle of about 40 percent., and wide 
spread tail feathers and plenty of 
first and second sickles. 


Utility, Generally 


rom my observation of what is 
classed the utility or heavy egg pro- 
ducing specimen, I find that it is ex- 
actly the same down to the carriage 
of the tail. In the generally speak- 
ing utility specimen the “Pope's 
Nose” sticks straight up or inclines 
towards ‘the head, and thus causes 
the tail feathers to be carried in 
‘a perpendicular manner rather than 
at an angle of 40 percent. 

Now I personally cannot see what 
difference that will make, and honest- 
ly speaking I believe from my own ob- 
servations that the Exhibitor has the 
preference in egg production, as his 
birds are better feathered and stand 
the cold Alberta winters a good deal 
better than a more sparsely featherd 
specimen. My birds would be class- 
ed as Exhibition Leghorns, but I have 
been getting 60 percent. egg produc 
tion all winter, and those who have 
noticed any of my specimens will 
see that nature saw fit to place the 
“Pope’s Niose” at an angle of about 
30 percent.

HYDRO ELECTRIC 
POWER SCHEME 


Government Will Announce Spray 
Lakes Policy at Next Session 


Premier Greenfield said Saturday 
that a statement will be made by the 
government at the iforthcoming ses- 
sion of the legislature as to its poNcy 
on the Spray Lakes hydso-elsctric 
Power scheme. The preliminary re- 
port of the Ontario hydro-electric ex- 
perts who made a careful investiga- 
tion of the project is now before the 
government and {fs being considered. 
It is to ‘be followed ibefore the opening 
of the session by a more detailed re- 
port, giving further ‘particulars and 
probably making certain recommenda- 
tions on the ‘basis of the data thus 
secured. 

The government’s policy will be de- 
termined and announced on the gen- 
eral question of whether or not the 
Spray Lakes power scheme shall be 
undertaken as a public utility ‘or 
turned over to the [Calgary Power com- 
pany for development, under agree- 
ment with the province by which the 
public interests shall be fully protect- 
ed and the way ‘eft open for acquisi- 
tion and control by the government at 
a future date. 

As to what the government's atti- 
tude is likely to ‘be, the premier is not 
saying just now. He states that full 
information is ‘being awaited before a 
decision is reached, but the matter 
will be brought up as early in the com 
ing session as possible. Meanwhile it 
is understood that exploratory work is 
still being done at the lakes by the 
Calgary Power company under permit 
from the federal department of the 
interior. The reports now in hand and 
to come deal, among other pois, 
with the feastbility of distributing 
hydro-electric power not only to Ca:- 
gary, but to Edmonton and intermedi- 


ate town.

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BRITISH-AMERICAN RELATIONS 


Mwo events of importance have ne- 
cently odcurred ‘which have a direct 
bearing on the relations between the 
British Empire and the United Stat- 
es. The first lis the agreement arrived 
at for the participation of the United 
States in the reparation payments 
from Germany, and the second is the 
resignation of Mr. Hughes, the United 


States Secretary of State, in whose 
hands lay the ‘chief direction of 
American foreign policy. 


‘Technically, the United ‘States ‘has 
mo claim whatever to a share in the 
German reparation payments, since 
these are being made in pursuance of 
the Treaty of Versailles, which th2 
United States refused to accept or be 
party to. Morally and practically, 
however, the United States on account 
of its share in the ‘war and the subse- 
quent occupation of German territory 
‘was centainly entitled to some share. 
The costs of its army of occupation 
was the main American claim, and it 
has ‘been settled by giving the United 
States a percentage of the annual pay- 
ments from Germany, which will 
eventually pay off the whole claim. 
The war damages claimed by the 
United States thave been dealt ‘with 
in much the same way. Thus one 
more point of possible difference be- 
tween the British Empire and_ the 
United States has been settled on a 
basis of mutual concession, for it 
seems that it was between the British 
representatives and those of America 
that the discussiom was mainly  car- 
ried on, and by them the settlement 
was mainly arranged. It seems a 
pity, to put it mildly, that the United 
States should have refused to be a 
panty to the Treaty of Versailles and 
fts obligations, while claiming a 
share in its benefits, but it is well to 
remember that the American share ip 
the war, while undertaken very late 
in the day, was certainly of vast help 
to our Allies. Like the British set 
tlement of her debt to America, this 
new settlement adds once again to 
the British reputation for honourable 
discharge of obligations legal and 
moral, and the credit which comes of 
such a reputation is of high value. 

‘The resignation of Mr. Hughes is a 
distinct loss both to the United States 
and the world. He was probably one 
of the best Secretaries of State that 
the United States has ever had. Very 
firm in upholding the interests of ‘his 
country, he yet combined with his 
firmness a consideration for inter 
national justice and good faith, and 
an unbanity jn presenting his views 
to the representatives of other nations 
whitch have not always been charac- 
teristic of American diplomats. In 
this respect his experience as a 
lawyer and Supreme Court judge no 
doubt stood him in good stead. His 
successor, Mr. Kellogg, is not so well 
known outside of the United States.

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to Great Britain has been very short. 
It fs to be haped that he will ‘be as 
successful as Mr. Hughes in promot- ; 
ing understanding and good will be- | 
tween his country and the British | 
Empire, for it remains beyond ques- 
tion clear that in the friendship and 

co-operation of the United States and 

the British Empire Jies the main hope 
of the peace and recovery of the 

world from the ruin of the late war. 

There fs much unrest abroad, much 
international ‘bitterness, many nation- 

al ambitions of a definitely aggressive 

type, but as long as the British Em 

pire and the United-States co-operate 
in the interests of peace, the unrest, 
the bitterness and the ambitions will 

probably be held in check. 


THE COMING SESSION OF 
THE LEGISLATURE 


There is probably less genemal inter- 
est in the session of the provincial 
Legislature about to open than there 
was last year. There is no such cruc- 
fal and burning public question  in- 
volved as thait of liquor control. It 
would seem that the session is ilkely 
to be free from excitement or sensa- 
tion. That does not mean that there 
is no work for the Government and 
the Legislature todo. There is plenty. 
Perhaps the most important of all pos- 
sible tasks ig the balancing of the 
provincial budget, and, linked 'to some 
extent with it, is the restoration of 
credit generally throughout Alberta. 
Until the budget is balanced there 
cannot be a really satisfactory state 
of things in the Province. The over- 
expenditure of the Government gives 
the lead to over-expenditure by cities 
and municipal and public bodies gen- 
erally, with the fatal results of ‘bor 
rowings, piling up of debt and steadily 
increasing taxation. If the present 
Government wishes to win the confi 
dence and support of the people of 
Alberta generally. it will do well to 
concentrate its attention on two or 
three main objects. The first is the 
balancing of the ‘budget as above sug 
gested. The next is the clearing up 
of the wholly unsatisfactory mortgag? 
legislation, so that all burdens on 
land may be easily ascertainable, and 
once set up, absolutely indefeasible. 
Until ‘that is done neither farmers 
nor others can obtain credit, and 
without such credit all progress is 
hampered and checked. In close re- 
lation to that point is the procedure 
for enabling mortgagees to recover 
interest and’ principal in arrears. At 
the present time such procedure is 
slow, expensive and uncertain. The 
Government have not helped ‘but hava 
greatly harmed the farmers ‘by yield- 
ing to the demands of the more ignor- 


ant, shortsighted ‘and radical ele 
ments in tampering with securities 
and the method of enforcing them. 


At the present moment ‘the law, es- 
pecially as it is interpreted in some 
instances, makes the recovery of mon- 
ey lent well nigh impossible, and 
thereby has cut off from the province

all supplies of fresh capital. 

A further matter which needs atten 
tion urgently is that of the fraudulent 
debtor, ‘the man who piles up debts 
right and left, refuses to pay, and by 
means of such devices as the transfer 
of his property to his wife or the or. 
ganization of a limited liability com- 
pany, continues to live in comfort, 
while the storekeepers or other 
creditors who have trusted him, ‘have 
to carry the burden of his debts. 
What is needed for such people is 
something flike the English judgment- 
summons procedure, which allows of 
imprisonment where the court is 
satisfied that a debtor is making n 
effort to pay his creditors. . 

It is a cardinal principle of sound 
business that covenants must be kept, 
debts paid, revenues and expenditures 
‘balanced. If the Government would 
make it clear to the people that their 
chief aim tis the securing of these 
things, they would earn the gratitude 
and support of the people, and the 
time is not so very far away when 
they ‘will have to appeal to ‘the people 
for such support.

THE CROSS-WORD 
PUZZLE CRAZE 


Like the great influenza epidemic, 
the cross-word puzzle craze has swept 
over the whole continent of North 
America, and has numbered its vic- 
tims by the hundreds of thousands. 
It lis always difficult to say why 
these sudden fashions spring up and 
capture the imagination and attention 
of peoples. The present craze is not 
like many of its predecessors. It 
needs a distinct amounit of intelligent 
mental effort. It need not be pursued 
to the accompaniment of noise and 
laughter. It is not showy. It costs 
nothing, and in most cases it is not 
done in order to win prizes either in 
cash or kHlind, In this last respect par- 
ticularly it differs radically from such 
unhealthy gambling as was involved 
in the notorious football results guess- 
‘ing ‘competitions of a few years ago. 
Why should a large proportion of the 
people of Canada and the United 
States have suddenly found engrossing 
amusement in the search for 
sywonymous words, which is all that 
the cross+word puzzles ‘consist of? 
It is said that in order to ‘be success- 
ful in solving these puzzles, one must 
have constantly at hand a dictionary, 
a Bible, and a copy of Shakespeare, 
and of all the books which the people 
of this age and continent have at 
their disposal, those three are prob 
ably the least popular and the least 
studied under ordinary con‘itions. 

It may be at once admitted that 
there is a great daal to be said in 
favour of the new fad. If it teaches 
our people familiarity with a wide 
range of new words, and, incidentally, 
with new ideas and new knowledge 
involved in such ‘words, the game may 
confer a distinct educational benefit 
onthe people at large. We have heard 
of one enterprising and ‘ingenious 
teacher who is devising cross-word 
puzzles from the names of countries, 
and mountains and 
other geographiical features, and is 
setting his pupils to solve them, Atlas 


‘in hand, with results which pro.rise 


exceedingly well for the progress in 
geography of these young people. We 
commend the idea tosome of our Tocal 
school teadhers, and feel sure that 
the school trustees would favour 4 
rise in salary to the inventor of the 
most instructive geographical or his- 
torical puzzles. A great deal more 
might be said on this subject, but in 
the meantime we have to work out a 
particularly exasperating puzzle, found 
in a stray journal, which has already 
cost us much time, spoiled several 
meals, and provoked domestic dis- 
turbances on a distressing scale, If 
the craze continues, our editorial 
columns may even be filled with a 
select array of cross-word puzzles in- 
stead ‘of the usual comment on public 
affairs. It is a matter for regrettable 
conjecture if the change would not 
add greatly to their popularity.

SUN SPOTS AND STATIC 


Closely Related Says Dr. Bauer of 
Carnegle Institute 


Static, bugbear of. radio fans, is a 
close relation of sunspots, according 
to researches of Dr. Louis A. Bauer, 
director of the Department of Terres- 
tial Magnetism of Carnegie Institute, 
meported to the American Physical So- 
ciety. The relation between atmos- 
pheric electricity and sunspots has 
‘been traced through seven complete 
sunspot cycles, he said, and in all but 
two they increased and decreased to- 
gether. In these cases Dr. Bauer re- 
ported that atmospheric electricity de- 
creased as sunspots increased. The 
cause is unknown, he said.

IMPROVED POSITION 


Prime Minister Tells of Work Accom- 
plished Since Co-ordination 


Toronto, Jan. 14: Premier W. L. 
MacKenzie King, speaking to an audi- 
ence of four thousand people at Mas- 
sey Hall, said in part:

Canadian Nationa! Railway system 
than Sir Henry Thornton; and I 
think Sir Henry Thornton will be the 
first to say that in the discharge of 
his highly responsible and onerous 
duties he and his Board of Directors 
have been given by the Government 
a perfectly free hand.

CHRISTMAS TREES-AND 
OTHER PULPWOCD 
EXPORTS 


(Financial Post) 


Around Christmas time much was 
our 


ship to the United States fora few 
cents apiece. 

Do Canadians realize that every day 
in the year nearly 100,000 “Christmas 
trees” are shipped out of Canada _ to 
the United States, to be used as th2 
raw material of pulp and paper mills 
employing only American workmen? 
Canada plays Santa Claus to the Unit- 
ed States 365 days in the year. The 
tragedy of ‘it is that these trees are 
not young seedlings, as are the trees 
we send American youngsters at 
Christmas time, but trees full-grown 
to pulpwood size, most of them ever- 
greens, but some of other species, All 
of them are trees that should tin pro- 
cess of manufacture into paper pro- 
vide jobs for ‘Canadian workmen; 
trees that should be a reserve of 
forest resources for Canadians in gen- 
erations to come. 

‘Opponents of the suggested embargo 
on pulpwond exports argue that the 
shipments from Canada are small and 
unimportant. Let us see how “unim- 
portant” these shipments are: 

Piled like cordwood, four feet high 
and four feet wide, the wood ‘would 
form a pile 2,000 miles long. It would 
make a pile more than 80 times as 
jJarge as the new Metropolitan Build- 
ing {n Toronto, which is the tallest 
structure in the British Empire and 
55 times as large as the Insurance Ex- 
change Building in Montreal, ‘which 
fs the largest office building in the 
British Bmpire. 

The trees cut down each year for 
shipment to the United States are re- 
sponsible for the slaughter of over 
200,000 acres of forest land which fs 
enough to cover with trees the entire 
cities of Toronto, Montreal, Winni- 
peg, Vancouver, Halifax, Victoria, 
Hamilton, Ottawa, St. John, Frederic- 
von, Quebec, Saskatoon, Regina, Hd- 
monton Calgary and Moose Jaw and 
leave enough to cover a ranch of up- 
wards of 25,000 acres. 

The area cut down each year would 
form a belt 200 yards wide from Hali- 
fax to Vancouver. 

Although the shipments are “smal! 
and unimportant” they comprise over 
one-fifth of all the pulpwood used to 
feed the great pulp and paper indus- 
try of the United States which manu 
factures over 7,000,000 tons of paper 
annually. If ‘the same amount of pulp- 
wood as is exported to the United 
States were manufactured into pulp or 
paper in Canadian mills it would pro- 
vide jobs for upwards of 12.500 Cana- 
dian workmen. When allowance is 
made flor the families of these work- 
men, the total number of Canadians 
who would be supported is equal to 
one-half the total immigration into 
Canada in the year 1924 without 
allowing or workers in allied plants 
and the tradesmen that would ‘be 
supported. Including these the indus- 
try would support a city about the size 
of Ottawa or Hamilton.

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SCOTT MONUMENT UNSAFE 


Memorial in Edinburgh Has Been 
Closed to Public 


The monument to Sir Walter Scott. 
in Princes Street, Edinburgh, describ- 
ed as the finest memorial ever raised 
to an individual memory, is unsafe in 
its highest parts. 

Edinburgh Town Council have per- 
manently closed the upper portion to 
the public. ; 

It would cost thousands for scaf- 
folding alone to effect repairs. Some 
of tthe higher stones weigh a ton. 

The monument, a Gothic structure 
200 feet high, is adorned with 32 sta- 
tuettes of the most striking of Sir 
Walter's characters. Under the can- 
opy is a statue of Scoit with his fav- 
orite dog Maida. It\was ‘completed at 
a cost of £16,000. 

The designer, a working mason 
named Kemp, was accidentally drown 
ed in the Union Canal while his mas 
terpiece was in course of construction. 

In July of last year an ex-soldier 
was killed by a fall from the monu- 
ment, the first accident of the Kind 
since the monument was built 80 
years ago.
